“Last week there was pub- 
lished a statement showing the 
estimated increase in federal ex- 
penditure over the next four 
years, as imposed by legislation 
already passed by Congress. 

These estimates indicate by 
1933 an increased burden of 
somewhere from $250,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 above the expendi- 
ditures of the fiscal year just 
ended and from $400,000,000 to 
$500,000,000 above the expendi- 
tures of four years ago. 

Of this, the purely military 
and naval expenditures exclud- 
ing non-military activities of 
these departments, represent 
about one-half. The combined 
expenditure is estimated at 
$803,000,000, in 1933, an  in- 
crease Of $120,000,000 over the 
last fiscal year, and $224,000,000 
Over four years ago. All of 
which compares with a _ total 
$266,000,000 average pre-war 
total for the combined military 
services of the army and navy,

A 
minute later, he said, Boemker 
appeared again followed by. one 
‘of. Bald win’s witnesses. ~" 

Deputy Sheriff Martin J. Walsh, 
in charge of the jury, said he did 
not miss Boemker until he saw 
him rejoin the other jurors. Dep- 
uty Sheriff John Cosmidys identi- 
fied Boemker as ‘a man who 
stopped him in Wellston last week, 
showed him a jury summons and 
said, “I don’t want to serve in 
that Baldwin case; my  mind’s 
made up.” 

Judge Nolte discharged the jury 
without asking Boemker to an- 
swer the complaint and the criti- 
cised juror left the courtroom hur- 
riedly without volunteering an ex- 
planation.

NEW YORK, July 23.—James 
Rae Clarke, senior partner of 
Clarke Bros., defunct private bank, 
pleaded guilty today of using the 
mails to defraud and accepted full 


responsibility for the bank’s $35,- 
000,000 failure. 

The partners in Clarke Bros. 
were James Rae Clarke, who own- 
ed 70 per cent of the stock; his 
brothers. Philip and Hudson Jr., 
and John Bouker. All four were 
indicted by a Federal grand jury 
for mail fraud and concealing as- 
sets in bankruptcy, and by a coun- 
ty grand jury for accepting depos- 
its after knowing the bank was in- 
solvent. 

James Rae Clarke pleaded guilty 
to the mail fraud charge before 
}-Federal. Judge Harry B. Anderson. 
George Gordon Battle, lawyer, an- 
nounced that the senior partner 
and his wife were prepared to place 
all their property at the disposal 
of the court. Battle asked for 
postponement of sentence to per- 
mit his client to help in salvaging 
as much as possible from _ the 
financial wreck. 

The mail fraud indictment. to 
which Clarke pleaded guilty con- 
tains 12 counts, each carrying a 
maximum penalty of five years’ im- 
prisonment, and a conspiracy count 
punishable by a maximum of two 
years in prison, a possible total 
maximum sentence of 62 years.

Largest Military Budget. 

The American people’ should 
understand that current expen- 
diture on strictly military activ- 
ities of the Army and Navy con- 
stitutes the largest military bud- 
get of any nation in the world 
today and at a time when there 
is less real danger of extensive 
disturbance to peace than at any 


time in more than half a cen- 
tury. 

The hope of tax redu tion lies 
in a large degree in our ability to 
economize on the military and 
naval expenditure and still main- 
tain adequate defense. Our whole 
situation is certainly modified by 
the Kellogg pact. 

We hop: to save materially on 
naval expenditures by interna- 
tional agreement on naval arms.

Noisy Welcome in Harbor 
for Bremen—Mauretania, 
Old Record Holder, Sends 
Congratulations.

NEW YORK, July 23.—The new 
queen of trans-Atlantic travel, the 
North German Lloyd liner Bremen, 
lay at its Brooklyn pier today after 
a record-breaking maiden voyage 
of four days, 17 hours and 42 min- 
utes from Cherbourg, France, to 
Ambrose Light, at the entrance to 
New York Harbor. 

The low-lying stream-lined pride 
of the New German merchant ma- 
rine was the first ship ever to make 
the trans-Atlantic voyage in less 


than five days, eclipsing the rec- | 


ord, made by the Cunarder Maure- 
tania in 1928, by 8 hours and 62 
minutes. 

New York harbor donned fes- 
tive garb as the huge liner moved 
majestically to its pier. Airplanes

Message From Mauretania. | 

Reaching its pier in the Hudson | 
River shortly after the new Ger- | 
man liner had ended its record- 
breaking crossing, the Mauretania 
sent the following telegram: 

“Capt. Ziegenbein, officers and 
ship's crew of the 8S. S. Bremen: 
“Capt. McNeil, officers and ship’s 
company of the steamship Maure- 
tania heartily congratulate you on 
your record passage and wish you 
every success.” 

The Mauretania’s officers and 
men consoled themselves in that at 
least one of their many records re- 
mained intact—that of having the 
fastest lifeboat crew in the world. 
They won the title in an interna- 
tianal lifeboat race ja.dicw York 
hafbor last year. 

The Mauretania's average daily 
speed record of 26.06 knots fell 
before the Bremen’s 28.18 knot 
average. The Mauretania’s record 
day’s run of 676 miles was ex- 
ceeded on four successive days by 
the Bremen, which covéred 715 
miles, its greatest distance, yester- 
day. The Mauretania’s record 
speed of 29 knots for an hour was 
surpassed by the Bremen’s 29.6 


Capt. Leopold Ziegenbein, master 
of the liner, expressed satisfaction 
with the performance. ‘We did 
not extend the ship’s engines at 
any time,” he said. “We hope to 
make better time on future trips.” 

To California in Seven Days. 

Even speedier than the voyage 
of the Bremen, however, was the 
trip of six of the 2992 mail bags 
carried by the vessel. <A seaplane, 
piloted by Baron Joachim Von 
Studnitz, was catapulted from the 
ship while off Fire Island, 55 
miles from New York, and carried 
the mail sacks to the North Ger- 
mah Lioyd line pier. The letters 
were rushed to the postoffice and 
were delivered to New York ad- 
dresses more than two hours be- 
fore the liner docked. Three of 
the sacks were placed aboard 
trans-continental air mail planes 
which were expected to deliver 
them in Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco sometime today, seven days 
after they left Germany. 

As the seaplane circled the 
Statue of Liberty before coming 
to rest on the waters of the bay, 
whistles on tugs, ferries, yachts 
and excursion steamers began the 
nolsy reception that continued until 
the 1670 passengers, including 793 
Americans, had disembarked. 

The municipal tug Macom, bear- 
ing the Mayor's Welcoming Com- 
mittee, met the liner at Quaran- 
tine, where members of the com- 
mittee boarded the ship. The greet- 
ing of Police Commissioner Grover 
‘A. Whalen, chairman of the com- 
mittee, was followed by the con- 
gratulations of the German Consul- 
General, Dr. Karl Von Lewinsk!. 

Among the luxurious features of 
the ship are the series of public 
yooms, a smoking room, a bar, a 
night club and a ballroom on the 
promenade deck, and many Iittle 
shops, selling all manner of fem- 
inine finery along the upper decks. 

The mauve and gold and gold 
baliroom is converted into a film 
theater outside of dancing hours. 
Other novelties are a bowling al- 
ley and a shooting gallery.

HELENA, Ark., July 23.—The 
speed boat, Bogie, trying to beat 
the 69-year-old record of the Rob- 
ert BE. Lee up the Mississippi Riv- 
er from New Orleans to 8t. Louis, 
arrived at Rosedale, Miss., shortly 
before 10 o’clock this morning, a 
little behind schedule. 

Dr. Louls LeRoy of Memphis, 
pilot and owner of the boat, re- 
ported that about an hour out of 
Greenville, Miss., last night, .the 
boat struck a submerged log, dam- 
aging the propeller and bending 
the drive-shaft. As a result, the 
Bogie was approximately seven 
hours behind its schedule at Rose- 
dale, having planned to reach that 
point, which is 89 miles south of 
here, at 3 a. m. 

When the Bogie left Greenville 
at 8:50 o’clock last night, it was 
about six hours ahead of the time 
made by the Robert E. Lee in the 
historic race with the Natchez. 

After the damage had been re- 
paired, the Bogie was reported to 
be in perfect order and resumed 
its speed of between 17 and 18 
miles an hour.

The yacht 
was tied up to the bank in a 
sparsely settled stretch of the riv- 
er 60 miles above Baton Rouge 
for seven hours yesterday, while 
a search was being made for it in 
the lower reaches of the river. Mo- 
tors were tested and prepared and 
finally the craft cruised into 
Natchez. 

The Martha Jane, with its own- 
er and his seven passengers, plan- 
ned to resume the trip late today 
to St. Louis on a pleasure trip 
if tests showed the motors to be 
functioning satisfactorily. 

Previous to arrival at Natchez 
the last word from the Martha 
Jane was its passing at St. Francis- 
ville, La., about half way between 
Baton Rouge and Natchez at 6:30

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How Endurance Flyers 


Just Escaped Collision 


Jackson and O’Brine in Note Say Visitor 
Missed Them Only 15 Feet—Admit 
Night Cruising Is Lonesome. 


An admission of loneliness and 
an account of @ near collision with 
another plane were contained in 
messages from Dale Jackson and 
Forest O’Brine dropped last night 
and today at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 


“We don’t like the night so well 
—it gets lonesome,” O’Brine wrote 
last night. “Can’t see a thing but 
lights and about midnight most of 
them go out. At that we find it 
does not take tough ‘umbres’ to 
make a flight of this kind. Just 
a little patience. Well, in a little 
while now we will start another 
endurance flight. We are just get- 
ting used to things around here. 
Learning where they go and to 
work this and that. Everything is 
fine. Red just went out on the 
catwalk and looked around and 
reported the engine QO. K. Received 
a lot of mail today and another 
g00d luck piece from St. Peters. 
Those people certainly are on their 
toes, Thanks Mr. Obbing. After 
tomorrow will be over the field 
at all times.” 


The narrow escape was related 
by Jackson in the following com- 
munication thig morning: 

“Tell anyone coming up to 
make pictures not to come _  s0 
close—almost hit one last night 
when I turned away from refuel- 
ing. Missed him about 15 _ feet. 
Also, they cut in front and gave us 
the wash from their prop. I’m not 
going to stand for that much 
longer and I don’t mean maybe. 
Bring us about 60 gallons of gas, 
as we want a light load today.

The following note, signed

We hope we can keep you 
and Shorty busy for another week 
Or more. Sure sorry to hear about 
Joe and Gent. (The Missouri Rob- 
in pilots who landed yesterday), 
Refueling in a circle ig not so bad, 
only when the gun hits the ship I 
can’t see. That’s why I always 


Another rea- 
son why we refuel high is in case 
the hose or anything caught in our 
tail and pulled us into a dive we 
could recover. Hoping we keep 
chugging along, Red.’’ 

On the reverse sidé of the same 
scrap of paper Jackson ‘wrote:

1 suré like to see Shorty’s 
smiling face hanging over the side 
of your ship. Tell Dan Robertson 
I’m sorry he don’t have to refuel 
the Missouri Robin anymore, as 
it was funny following him around. 
If I wasn’t loaded we could play 
a little when yo:1 come up to re- 
fuel.” 

In a note this morning the fly- 
ers ofdered that clean underwear, 
socks and shirts be sent up. “Be 
sure Brandy (Gregory Brande- 
weide, of the Curtiss-Robertson 
Co.) gets the dirty clothes and 
sends them to the laundry,” the 
note directed.

tion was 2000 feet, the flyers must 
remain within 14,000 feet of the 
field. 

Pedestrians downtown gathered 
on corners, and youth leaning from 
windows performed difficult and 
bootless tasks of scanning the sky, 
until considerably after 4 o'clock. 
There was no jam of traffic or of 
pedestrians, but almost every con- 
versation that could be overheard 
along the street was in relation to 
the flyers and their feat. 

In the downtown flight, 11 planes 
took off from the field between 
1:15 and 1:25 p. m. The record- 
breaking monoplane flew alone, 
well behind the 11 aircraft in for- 
mation. This was to make the St. 
Louis Robin more readily recogniz- 
able from below. 

The first group of three planes 
was led by one flown by Maj. Wil- 
liam B. Robertson, president of 
the  Curtiss-Robertson Aircraft 
Corporation. His brothers, Frank 
and Dan Robertson, were flying 
the other two planes of this group. 
The wives of the Robin flyers were 
in one of the planes. 

At 1:25 p. m., those stationed on 
downtown roofs saw the first con- 
tingent of the escort. The es- 
corting planes were soon distin- 
guished, and the St. Louis Robin, 
following them. 

Clouds filled the sky and a few 
drops of rain fell as the formation 
flyers circled above the downtown 


section. Later the sun was shining 
brightly. 

Some of those looking at the 
planes through glasses thought 


they could distinguish the St. Louis 
Robin by the stains of its oil and 
exhaust fumes, which have marred 
the bright orange color which it 
bore on the takeoff. The Robin’s 
engine also made a “putt, putt”’ 
sound, differing from the noise 
made by other craft in the line. 
This was caused by its use of sep- 
arate exhaust stacks. 

Came Earlier Than Expected. 

After a cruise ove: the business 
section, the Robin and its escort 
turned again toward the flying 


field.

During the early days 
of the flight Jackson announced 
that the rudder and tail fins of 
the Robin appeared to vibrate un- 
usually. 

“I got out and looked around,” 
ihe wrote, “and everything seemed 
all right.’’ Jackson's “look around” 
was out of sight of the field and 
he failed to go into detail, but it is 
believed he slid along the fuselage 
from the aft cockpit to make the 
inspection. 

Precautions to protect the rec- 
ord of Jackson and O’Brine were 
taken yesterday by Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert, official observer of 
the flight. Maj. Lambert, after 
communicating with the headquar- 
ters of the National Aeronautic 
Association, addressed the follow- 
ing communication to the flyers: 

“In all probability your baro- 
graph has ceased to function or 
may have jarred tight at the take 
off. 

“It is vital that you conserve 
your log—do not deface it or lose 
it in the excitement or confusion 
of landing—Just before landing 
take particular pains to place the 
log where it cannot be harmed and 
see that I get it—Your log in case 
the barograph goes wrong will fur- 
ther check against the record of 
all observers especially when away 
from this field.’’ 

Wives Wave Greetizg. 

About 560 persons were at the 
airport at 7:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing when the plane was refueled. 
Weather conditions continued _ to 
favor the flyers. Mrs. Jackson and 
Mr. O’Brine went up a short time 
after the refueling contact was 
made to wave a greeting to their 
husbands. In a note yesterday the 
flyers requested that all visiting 
planes remain at a safe distance as 
a precaution against any mishap. 

W. Gentry Shelton Jr. and Jo- 
seph Hammer, pilots of the Mis- 
souri Robin, were on hand to 
join in the celebration over their 
friends’ victory. Hammer is pre- 
paring to return to the Chicago-

O’Brine’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel O’Brine, and his sister, 
Ruby, arrived at the field this 
morning by automobile from their 
home in Cédar Rapids, Ia. They 
plan to remain here until the fly- 
ers come down, 

Jackson’s parents and his broth- 
er and sister are on their way here 
from their home in Faribault, 
Minn, Jackson's police dog, 
“King,” which formerly waited for 
his master to return from flights, 
will not be on hand. Since the 
flight started Mrs. Jackson was 
notified by the flyer’s father that 
“King.” who had been sent. to 
Minnesota recently, had been shot 
by a neighbor, who mistook the 
dog for a wolf. 

Jackson, 23 years old, and stock- 
ily built, is known as “Red.” He 
established a record of 417 barrel- 
rolls in a Robin monoplane last 
year. A barrel-roll is a complete 
turn, wing over wing, while main- 
taining f®%-ward speed. He also 
participated in the coast-to-coast 
air races last year and) in the 
Gardner trophy race on Memorial 
day.

Joseph Ausilio, saloon keep:r at 
221 South Broadway, shot a burglar 
early today.

Ausilio lives in a room behind 
his saloon, but it was too hot there, 
so he dozed in his automobile, 
parked in front of 219 South 
Broadway, next door to his place 
of business. At 12:30 a. m. he 
awakened to see a man climbing 
through the front door transom of 
the saloon. Then he heard the 
cash register ring. 

Running around to the back, 
Ausilio obtained a revolver from 
under his pillow and fired four 
shots at the burglar as the bur- 
glar emerged with Ausilio’s other 
revolver in: hand. 

Police followed a trail of blood 
up a fire escape to a third floor 
room of the South House where

Gender admitted entering the 
saloon, police reported, and sur- 
rendered his loot, a revolver, a 
watch and $8.54.

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AMERIGAN IN LONDON BUYS 
HOUDON WASHINGTON BUST 


Purchaser Is Understood to Be 
John D. Rockefeller Jr.; 
Price $250,900. 

LONDON, July 23.—An 
ican, understood to be John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., today purchascd 
Jean Antoine Houdon’s famous 
bust of George Washington made 
in 1785 at Mount Vernon, the price 
being $250,000. 

It is thought the bust will be 
presented to some American mu- 
seum. 

lor more than a_ century the 
bust, which was made in America 
by the famous French sculptor, has 
been in the possession of the Lock- 
er-Lampson family. It was bought 
originally by the American branch 
of the family and then was brought 
to England in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Since then there have been 
many ~attempts by Americans to 
regain the historic bust. 

The sale, which was made at the 
Savoy Hotel instead of in a usual 
auction room, was negotiated by 
J. I. McGurk, American art expert, 
and Commander Godfrey Locker- 
Lampson, who was Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs in the 
late Baldwin Government.

The route is just one mile long 
and less than half of it is along 
Thirty-ninth street, the -emainder 
being in Chouteau and Manchester 
avenues, with a loop around Sarah 
Street and Vandeventer avenue. 
The new line was established be- 
cause the Sarah car line now ex- 
tends southward to Magnolia and 
Tower Grove avenues, instead of 
Thirty-ninth and Park, the old 
Vandeventer line having been 
abandoned Sunday. 

Shop employes of the company 
converted the trailer. Motor trucks 
were installed, a big window of un- 
usual type, with windshield wiper, 
set in place for the motorman, who 
also collects fares; doors put in 
front, leading through a narrow 
passage close to the fare box on 
the inside platform, the seating ar- 
rangement changed and a novel 
control device put on the center 
exit doors. 

In appearance the front end re- 
sembles No. 1400, a car built by 
the company to deaden noises, 
which has been in service on vari- 
ous lines. This new vehicle, No. 
435, is comparatively short but 
seats about 50 persons. At the 
front there are two single seats be- 
hind the motorman, giving more 
aisle space than the usual double 
seats. The exit, at the center, con- 
sists of what are known as treadle 
doors. The departing passenger 
stands on a metal plate at the door, 
which is depressed by his weight. 
When the motorman stops he puts 
the brake handle in a special posi- 
tion, which releases the exit doors 
and locks the brakes. 

It may be necessary at some 
times to .un more than one car on 
this short line, which does most of 
its busiress by transfers to and 
from the Park, Manchester, Mar- 
ket, Southampton and Sarah 
lines. Several one-man cars of a 
type which has been in use on 
some suburban lines are available 
for this service. They look tiny in 
comparison with the big cars on 
the other lines and the heavy 
trucking traffic in Chouteau ave- 
nue, 

The Thirty-ninth street line oper- 
ates from 5 a. m. to 12:40 a, m., 
with no owl service.

Apparently Feels Slighted Because America 
Did Not Consult Tokio Before 
Making Proposal 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 23.—A spokesman 
for the Foreign Office said today 
that Japan had received no notifi- 
cation of Secretary of State Stim- 
son’s steps for settlement of the 
Chinese-Russian dispute and that 
therefore Japan could not associate 
itself with France and the United 
States as Great Britain was said to 
have done in the attempt to settle 
the dispute. 

He declared the main facts re- 
garding the steps taken were 
known in Tokio, but there had been 
no official notification from the 
Japanese Ambassador at Washing- 
ton or through the United States 
Embassy here. It was made clear 
the feel'-+ prevailed that Japan 
had been diplomatically slighted in 

a sphere in which it considered its 
a tr were greater than those 
of any of the other Powers. 

Private opinions were heard in 
well informed circles that Wash- 
ington’s action had taken an un- 
fortunate turn, if it were true that 
Japan had not been consulted in 
advance. The mystification of of- 
ficial quarters was increased by 
Moscow press dispatches which 
said the soviet had rejected the 
French offer of mediation and de- 
nying receipt of any communica- 
tion from the United States. 

The Japanese Ambassador's re- 
port on his conversation with 
Stimson has not yet been received. 
The Chinese Minister conferred 
today with Baron Shidehara, For- 
eign Minister, and later a repre- 
sentative of the United States Em- 
bassy called at the Foreign Office.

Soviet Turns Down France’s Offer 
to Mediate, 

MOSCOW, July 23.—France’s of- 
fer to mediate in the Manchurian 
crisis has been declined by the 
Russian Government, which as- 
signed China’s refusal to re-estab- 
lish the status quo in Manchuria 
as a reason. 

The following announcement was 
made by the Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs: 

“The French Government has 
addressed to the Soviet Govern- 
ment an offer to undertake media- 
tion for an amicable settlement of 
the Soviet-Chinese conflict. The 
offer was made by Foreign Minister 
Briand to Ambassador Bovgalesky, 
at Paris and by French Ambassa- 
dor Herbette at Moscow to Vice- 
Commissar Kharakan. 

Russia’s Reply. 

“Kharakan, on behalf of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics has replied as follows to the 
French Ambassador: 

“It is impossible to overestimate 
the importance of the offer of the 


French Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs, but the Soviet Government 
is compelled to state that this is of 
no purpose owing to the refusal of 
the Chinese authorities to restore 
the legal position violated by them 
which constitutes a necessary con- 
dition for settlement in accordance 
with the Soviet Government’s note 
of July 13. 

“As regards the question of pos- 
sible further complications, the 
Soviet Gvernment must declare 
that no one is so concerned about 
maintenance of peace and that 
there is no reason for doubting that 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics has been and remains a 
bulwark of peace.”’ 

The ultimatum of July 13 de- 
manded that China, as a prereq- 
ulsite for a conference to nego- 
tiate differences between the two 
countries, release Russians im- 
prisoned in Manchuria, _ restore 
them to their former status, and 
cancel “illegal orders’ issued in 
that province. This last referred 
to orders for seizure of the Chin- 
ese Eastern Railway, taken over 
by the Manchurian authorities two 
weeks ago with charges of prop- 
agandization by Russian officials 
as a basis for the action. 


Chinese Government Confident 
War Will Be Averted. 

SHANGHAI, July 23.—QOpinion 
grew here today the crisis in Man- 
churia would be settled by nego- 
tiation. The Tachung News Agen- 
cy, considered semi-official, said in 
a Nanking dispatch: “The belief 
among officials here that the Chi- 
nese-Russian controversy will be 
settled in a friendly manner is ap- 
parent.” 

Eighty Americans, Frenchmen, 
Englishmen and others stranded at 
Harbin by cessation of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway traffic connection 
have attempted to get a special 
train to take them to Moscow, but 
thus far their efforts have been in 
vain. Many have left for Shang- 
hai where they are taking southern 
route boats to Europe. 


Soviet Troops Keported to Have 
Seized Chinese Boat.

PEIPING, July 23.—Soviet 
troops patrolling the Amur River 
have captured the Chinese River 
steamer Ilan, taking prisoner the 
wife and baby daughter of Roy 
Talbot, American. 

The Russians sent word to Tal- 
bot, Deputy Commissioner of Chi- 
nese maritime customs at Taheli- 
ho, across the Amur from Blagovy- 
eschensk, that his wife and child 
were “comfortable and being treat- 
ed kindly.”’

They 
were L. E. Wirt, president, and S. 
L. Looney and Homer Needles of 
the Florida Citrus Exchange, and 
M. L. Corey of the Florida United 
Growers, Inc. 

While the announcement = spe- 
cifically applied to the Florida cit- 
rus situation, members of the board 
declared the policy was far-reach- 


ing and would be applied in con- | 


nection with the loan requests of 
other co-operatives and commodity 
groups. They said there. were ap- 
proximately 12,000 co-operatives in 
the United States, of which only 
400 or 500 were large organiza- 
tions, and it was the aim of the 
board to eliminate duplication of 
effort and waste in the agricultural 
marketing system. 

“The board was most sympathet- 
ically inclined’’ to the request of 
the Florida citrus co-operatives for 
loans to finance the improvement 
of packing house facilities and 
equipment to bring about a more 
economical distribution of the crop, 
a statement by the board declared. 

The board, however, suggested 
to the two co-operative groups 
“that they should first get toxethcr 
in a consolidation of this co-opera- 
tive movement and come to the 
board with a unified program look- 
ing forward to a more orderly dis- 
tribution of the citrus crops of 
Florida.”

HEAT WAVE IN EUROPE, 
NO RELIEF FORECAST 


Many Drowned in Taking Ref- 
uge From High Temperature 
in Lakes and Rivers © 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 23.—All Europe 
sweltered today in a heat wave 
which extended from Moscow to 
Rome and the Eastern Balkans to 
the British Isles. No immediate 


prospect of relief was held out, al- 
though in Great Britain the tem- 
perature was somewhat cooler to- 
day. Accompanying drought gave 
official concern, not only in En- 
gland, but on the Continent. 

In Germany temperatures 95 de- 
grees (Fahrenheit) were recorded 
over the week-end with thousands 
in Berlin seeking relief in the 
Spreewald. The rush to the water 
caused many casualties, not only in 
Berlin but in other parts of Ger- 
many, where drownings were fre- 
quent. 

France has endured a tempera- 
ture of around 90 the past few 


days. The weather prophets as- 
sured the perspiring present con- 
ditions probably would persist. 

Holland, Belgium and Luxem- 
burg shared the oppressive heat 
with their neighbor countries. 
Brussels reported several deaths 
due to the heat, while drastic regu- 
lations were invoked to protect the 
supply of drinking water. 

Crazed with the heat Gaetan 
Boux, 61 years old, shot and killed 
his wife, two daughters, two sons 
and then himself at Gilon Castle in 
the Ardennes Forest. The six bod- 
les were discovered by a servant 
who promptly fainted. 

Along the Danube the heat was 
described as “exhausting and swel- 
tering,” with the people rushing to 
the rivers and likes which claimed 
many victims. About 20 Were 
drowned at Budapest alone. The 
total casualties in the river were 
much greater.
